IMPROVEMENT AND REPAIRS | 


The most valuable improvement is Nazareth. It stands there, a 
beautiful building outside and inside and debt free. We have 70 beds 
there now and a few more can be added if needed.

It took us seven years to get this thing accomplished. It is there 
now, and we are happy and grateful to God and His good people and 
thank Him with our whole heart. | | | 


The other big improvements are the new dining room for the 
children, and the repairs made on the outside of Tabitha building 
made at a cost of about $3,600.00. The $600.00 for the dining room 
are paid but the $3,000.00 for the brick work and stucco of the build- 
ing are still to be paid. The entire frame work of the building was 
given two coats of paint, also a number of the rooms were painted. 
It was necessary to replace one of the wornout boilers by a new one. 
The cost was $1,300.00 and has been paid. The entire steam line 
from the boiler-house to the old building had to be replaced by a new 
and better line. There were repairs necessary on the heating system 


inside the building. All these repairs were made and paid for.

REPORT OF MIDLAND COLLEGE TRUSTEES 


The Kansas Synod has made liberal investment in Midland Col- 
lege. For her our prayers have ascended; to her our sons and 
daughters have been given. The congregations have supported 
Midland with gifts of thousands of dollars. The dividends more 
than justify the investment. The College and Seminary are not 
returning dividends of gold and silver. They give back to us cul- 
tured Christian men and women, capable ministers of the Gospel, 
devoted missionaries of the Cross, whose price is beyond that of 
rubies. Midland College and Western Theological minary are 
indispensible to an increase of spiritual wealth. Larger investment 
of funds must be made, however, if the College and Seminary are to 
continue to furnish the Church and society with a larger finished 
product. Last year the operating expenses of the college amounted 
to $85,808. The income was $78,337, leaving a net deficit of $7,471. 
To meet this deficit and to provide for a graduated salary schedule, 
the tuition has been raised $50. The tuition is $160 for the two 
semesters. The contributing Synods paid $10,102 on the dollar per 
capita apportionment last year. This was $3,618 more than was con- 
tributed the previous year, The board is very grateful for this 
evidence on the part of the brethren to take more seriously the ob- 
rear assumed by the S The board of education of the 
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ynods 
ited Lutheran urch contributes $12,000 a year. 
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The college was fortunate last year in the selection of Rev, 
Clyde Xander as dean.

Seminary suffers loss when students for the ministry from Mid- 
land territory go to other institutions for their theological training. 
Beneficiaries of the Kansas Synod, at least, should be held to the 
Western Seminary, unless the principle of . of N 
students could be established.
